The judge's decision upholds 
he action of County School Super- 
ntendent James R. Tormey in 
refusing to certify results of the 
election. The tax increase was - 
approved by a vote of 1914 to 
014. 
Tormey based his refusal to 


certify results of the election on 
grounds that 
the district had 


ailed to comply with the state 
education code by not publishing 
- notice of the tax election in a 


newspaper of general circula- 
tion." 


District Attorney Keith Soren- 


son then filed suit on behalf of 
the district, asking the court for 
declaratory judgment 
validating 


the election. 


Legal Error 


(District officials said that fail- 


ure to publish legal notice was an 
oversight in the hustle and bustle 
of preparing for the election.) 


To make matters worse, the 
il.99 rate was to expire on June 
10 of this year, at which time 
he permissive tax would revert 
o 90 cents. 
In his decision, Judge Milling- 
on says: 
"It is true that courts are hesi- 


ant in declaring an election in- 
irrors, etc. However, an absolute 
ailure to follow a statute is suf- 
icient to invalidate." 
Sorenson today said the court's 
ecision was "very surprising 
and very discouraging to me, and 


am sure to the school board 


as well." 


He said he will recommend to 


the board that it appeal the 
decision to the district court of 
appeal, and, as a "precaution" 
call a new election.

It is good to find that employers 
in this country care about their 
employes. We had always heard 
that capitalists care about noth- 
ing except profits." 


Eugene Forson, 25, reporter for 


the Ghana News Agency, com- 
mented that newsmen are about 
the same everywhere, but that 
this country's newspapers concen- 
trate perhaps too heavily on local 


ews. 
"In Ghana," he said, "we de- 


pend on news agencies for nation- 
al and international news, not 
for local coverage. Our news- 
papers try to keep people in- 
formed of world issues."

foot high stack of four-foot logs.

wood 
will 
produce 
about 900 


pounds of charcoal 
after 
it is 


stacked in a loaf-shaped Ozark 
kiln, burned under reduced oxy- 
gen for about a week, and allowed 
to cool another week before the 
doors are opened. 


Missourians rejected the round 


kilns used in the East and con- 
cocted their own rectangular ver- 
sion in concrete. Each can take 
a charge of up to 70 or 80 cords 
of wood. 


Some kiln operators have put 


heat measuring devices in their 
ovens but many play it by ear. 
While the wood is cooking, the 
skilled 
kiln man 
is busy with 


dampers and trapdoors to regu- 
late air flow and speed up or slow- 
burning in various spots through- 
out the kiln. 


"The old boys could throw a 


cup of water on the door and tell 
how hot it was," said John Wylie.

Moon Colony Is Seen As First Step to Space 


CHICAGO — The first men on 


the moon will dig themselves a 
hole — to protect them from radi- 
ation. 


Then, after colonizing the satel- 


lite, they will have a solid base 
from which to dig raw materials, 
build 
"balloon" 
houses 
uhcler- 


[round. and begin exploration of 
the reaches of space. 


These predictions were made by 


Dr. Bernard I. Spinrad. director 
of Argonne National Laboratory's 
reactor engineering division. 


Why colonize the moon first1' 
"The moon is an appropriate 


halfway house between the earth 


and further exploration." he said 


"First, as our nearest neighbor 


in the solar system, the moon is 
a relatively easy shot. 


"Second, it is a good rendez- 


vous target." 


Spinrad said another important 


advantage is that raw materials 
from the moon could be used by 
space explorers to make many of 
the components of future space 
ships — thus avoiding much of 
the cost of earth launehings. 


He said establishment of a moon 


base might resemble a squad of 
foot soldiers digging into a new 
position. 


"Approximately 10 feet of lunar 


rock will provide essentially the 
same protection against radiation 
that we have on earth by means 
of our atmosphere." he said, so 
the spacemen would each dig 
themselves a hole. 


The next step, he said, would 


be to build an underground room 
lined with a plastic "balloon." 


Other "balloon" rooms under- 


ground would include facilities for 
a miniature "Noah's Ark" to pro- 
vide a variety of food and a wa- 
ter supply, he said. 


Spinrad said the colony would 


need shop equipment — perhaps 
10 tons of it. 


"Finally 
we 
need 
a power 


plant." he said. "I assume a nu- 
clear reactor which is capable of 
turning out a megawatt of pow- 


"All these processes are within 


our grasp 
he said! "I be- 


lieve that this sort of enterprise 
would have an enormous total 
payoff in terms of our ability to 
exploit our early success on:the 
moon quickly and move on from 
there."
